BARKING and Dagenham police 
say they are determined to end the 
local trade in stolen metal. 

Officers visited 20 scrap metal 
merchants to inspect their record 
keeping last week. 

They were also looking for metal 
marked with security fluids such as 
Smartwater, which identifies the 
owner. 

Ten officers took part in the visits 
along with Trading Standards 


Officers from Barking and 
Dagenham Council. 

Police say metal theft can often 
leave structures unsafe and can 
endanger lives. 

Inspector Richard Thomas, who 
coordinated the initiative said: 
“The entire community is affected 
by the theft of metal. From compa¬ 
nies, businesses, places of worship, 
community buildings, private 
homes and the travelling public and 


the effects are not purely financial. 

“There is a serious risk to life for 
both the person stealing the metal 
and the people who live their lives 
around the unsafe structures that 
can collapse as a result of the metal 
being stripped away.” 

Inspector Vicky Gollege said 
they had not found any failures in 
the record keeping of the scrap 
metal dealers they visited. 

Since 2007 there have been three 


deaths in Barking and Dagenham 
related to metal theft. 

Insp Gollege added: “Any 
licensed merchant who is found to 
be trading in stolen metal will be 
relieved of their licence to trade.” 

If you know of anyone who is 
involved in the theft, sale or receipt 
of stolen metal call police on 101 
or call Crimestoppers anonymous¬ 
ly. In an emergency always dial 
999.”

Man sentenced for charity thefts 


A MAN has been convicted 
of stealing charity bags of 
clothing worth more than 
£40,000. 

Arnas Gasiuna, 27, 
appeared at Basildon 
Crown Court on Monday 
where he was found guilty 
of taking the bags from 
charity clothes bins or 
snatching them from 
doorsteps to sell on for a 
huge profit in Poland. 

Detectives were first 
alerted to the thefts in 2010 
when they were contacted 
by a voluntary worker from 
the charity Clothes Aid. 

They had been informed 
by various charities that 


bags were vanishing 
throughout the UK but par¬ 
ticularly in and around 
Redbridge, Havering and 
Barking and Dagenham. 

The court heard the bags 
were being taken to an 
industrial site at Ferry Lane 
in Rainham. 

Investigating officers 
were able to trace the bags 
to a lorry site and container 
yard. 

They discovered one ship¬ 
ping container filled with 
more than 3,000 bags of 
clothing, weighing more 
than 20 tonnes, which were 
all due to be transported to 
Eastern Europe to be sold 


for a significant profit. 

The bags were still clearly 
marked with UK charity 
logos and should have been 
sold to raise money for the 
NSPCC, the PDSA and the 
British Heart Foundation. 

Gasiuna was arrested at 
the scene in Rainham in 
October as he tried to load 
the bags for shipping. 

Gasiuna, of South Esk 
Road, Forest Gate, but for¬ 
merly from Poland, was 
later charged with five 
counts of handling stolen 
goods. 

He will now be sentenced 
at Basildon Crown Court on 
Monday, November 28.

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Council agree plans to house disused 
building materials inside country park

MORE than 30 acres of 
Hornchurch Country Park is 
to be converted into a dump¬ 
ing ground. 

Havering Council will close 
park areas adjoining 
Ingreboume Hill to the public 
for three years from 2013. 

The authority’s cabinet 
approved the scheme on 
Wednesday claiming their 
intention was to create a wet 
land and community forest. 

Councillors agreed that dis¬ 
used building materials could 
be dumped there. 

The 338,000 cubic metres 
worth of material comes from 
fully licensed building and 
demolition sites, and will 
comprise soil and rubble ris¬ 
ing to a height of seven 
metres - nearly two double- 
decker buses or an Olympic 
diving board - above the exist¬ 
ing land. 

The park area will be trans¬ 
ferred to the Ingreboume Hill 
Nature Reserve - a converted 
landfill site. 

The council says the deci¬ 
sion will generate £300,000 
and help make the area green¬ 
er. Opponents are not so sure. 

They claim residents will 
suffer from a lorry every three 
minutes during operating 
hours. 

Local councillor David 
Durant (Independent 

Resident, Rainham & 
Wennington) said there would 
be a ‘negative impact’ on the 
area. 


He explained: “There have 
been a lot of developments in 
and around Rainham, but usu¬ 
ally the lorries are restricted to 
using the A13 and A1306. In 
this case they won’t, they will 
have to use smaller, single 
lane roads, and that is going to 
be a real problem. There are 
good things and bad things 
coming to Rainham, but the 
thing is we are having to wait 
a long time for the good 
things, like the one way sys¬ 
tem and the new library.” 

Fellow Independent 

Resident, Councillor Michael 
Deon Burton, said: “There are 
genuine concerns about this.” 

The authority’s lead mem¬ 
ber for value, Roger Ramsey 
(Conservative, Emerson 
Park) argued the decision was 
a double victory for the coun¬ 
cil. 

He claimed the project was 
aimed at landscaping areas of 
the park while generating 
cash. 

He said “We’re going to be 
making sure we can use light 
vehicles to get the soil to the 
area, too.” 

Leader of Havering 
Council, Michael White 
(Conservative, Squirrels 
Heath), said: “The environ¬ 
mental work being planned 
will turn the landscape into a 
fully-managed wetland and 
community forest, opening it 
up fully for the public to use 
and enjoy. I look forward to 
seeing Havering residents 
enjoying the park in the 
future.”

Now, it’s somewhere 
people can leave their cars and not 
worry.” 

Havering Council’s lead member

(Conservative, Brooklands) said he 
hoped the works would lead to more 
people using the car park. 

He added: “We are pleased with 
the positive feedback we’ve had 
from residents. 

“It’s not completely finished, we 
still need to tidy up some areas and 
install the LED lamps - but we hope 
these measures will bring the 
carpark up to ParkMark standard for 
safe carparks.” 

The council has also said it is 
looking in to resurfacing the 
remaining 15 per cent of the car 
park, and there were no plans to 
increase charges.

Peugeot charges ahead with iOn 


by Andy Enright 


F OR all the talk of zero 
emission vehicles, very 
few actually reach the 
stage where the public can 
buy one. Peugeot’s iOn is dif¬ 
ferent. Now eligible for a 
£5,000 Government grant and 
with a six-hour plug-in 
recharge time giving a range 
of up to 80 miles, it’s got 
enough about it to make it 
viable, albeit largely for image 
conscious urban businesses. 

For the last few years virtual¬ 
ly every mainstream car man¬ 
ufacture has been broadcast¬ 
ing their commitment to zero- 
emission vehicles. Peruse their 
price lists, however, and for 
many of them the greenest 
thing on their books remains a 
turbodiesel city car or, if 
they’re a bit bolder, a petrol- 
electric hybrid. Not Peugeot 
though. It’s gone the whole 
hog and has brought to mar¬ 
ket a fully electric, plug-in 
rechargeable city car called 
the iOn. 

It’s worth bearing in mind 
that the iOn isn’t one of those 
‘quadricycles’ that are about 
as crash resistant as a green¬ 
house. This is a proper car 
with all the requisite safety 
systems. That’s not to say 
Peugeot hasn’t taken a short 
cut, and a huge one at that. 
Many of you will recognise 
that the iOn is effectively a 
rebadged Mitsubishi i-MiEV. It 


seems even lions aren’t above 
a bit of opportunistic scaveng¬ 
ing and, of course, Citroen 
has used exactly the same 
ploy with its C-Zero. 

After you’ve got over the fact 
that the iOn doesn’t sound like 
a milk float and that you have 
to resist the temptation to 
bump other road users like 
dodgems, the iOn is surpris¬ 
ingly good fun. The perma¬ 
nent magnet synchronous 
motor is powered by a lithium- 
ion battery system and devel¬ 
ops 64bhp from 3,000 to 
6,000rpm. The real clincher is 
a maximum torque figure of 
180Nm that’s available 
instantly from 0 to 2000rpm 
which gives the little Peugeot 
a surprising amount of verve 
as it steps off the mark. The 
batteries can be charged by 
plugging the supply cord into 
a household 240-volt socket 
or using an industrial 400-volt 
supply which provides a 50 
per cent charge in only fifteen 
minutes, or 80 per cent in thir¬ 
ty minutes. 

The iOn has a simpler trans¬ 
mission than its Japanese- 
market cousin. Use the first 
portion of throttle travel and 
the iOn is in Eco mode; give it 
a firmer prod and it surrenders 
the remaining power. On the 
road, the iOn has a top speed 
of 80mph, a 0-62mph time of 
15 seconds and a range of 
around 150km, or a little 
under a hundred miles over a 



standard combined cycle. 
Driver behaviour and traffic 
conditions will have a bearing 
on the range. For example, 
use of the heater can reduce 
range by between 5 and 45 
per cent while air conditioning 
can dent your range by 
between five and 25 per cent 
on a hot day. 


back of the iOn than in most 
city cars and you get five 
doors as well. Do not count 
on carrying much baggage, 
though, as the boot is tiny 
with the rear seats in place. 

The notion of ‘buying’ an iOn 
only serves to underscore 
quite how different it is. In 
short, you cannot.

Aside from the fact 
that you’re very aware 
there’s not a lot of metal 
in front of your seating posi¬ 
tion, the interior of the iOn 
feels fairly conventional, if 
rather narrow. Two big blokes 
might rub shoulders in one 
but it offers more space than 
you might expect for such a 
short vehicle. This is because 
the propulsion system is very 
compact and the underfloor 
batteries don’t impinge too 
much on cabin space. There’s 
actually more space in the 


scheme whereby for 
(ex-VAT) per month 
you get an ‘all-inclusive’ 
40,000 mile, four year 
contract. This includes the 
lease of the vehicle (the bat¬ 
tery pack is considered part of 
the vehicle), full warranty cover 
for the vehicle, battery and 
electric power train for the 
period of the lease, full servic¬ 
ing and full maintenance for 
four years and 40,000 miles 
and use of Peugeot Connect 
Services. This includes PC or 
smartphone access to infor¬ 
mation about battery charging 
locations, and more detailed 


information about the car’s 
battery charging status, a fea¬ 
ture similar to an i-Phone app 
developed for the Electric 
Drive version of the Smart 
ForTwo. In addition, Peugeot’s 
Mu mobility service offers 
access to alternative vehicles 
that could be used for, say, 
one-off trips requiring a longer 
range than the iOn can pro¬ 
vide. 

It’s tricky to consider the 
iOn’s cost of ownership while 
trying to ignore the elephant in 
the room that is the up-front 
‘purchase’ package. Clamber 
beyond that and you have a 
car that typically costs around 
£2.50 in electricity to run for 
120 miles. You also get low 
servicing costs and downtime 
- with only approximately four 
working parts compared to 
over 300 in a typical internal 
combustion engine. This car is 
exempt from road tax (saving 
approx £300 per annum), has 
zero benefit-in-kind company 
car tax, attracts a lower rate of 
VAT for domestic electricity, is 
exempt from congestion 
charges (saving up to £2,000 
per annum in London) and 
qualifies for free parking in 
many London boroughs, and 
cities such as Milton Keynes. 
Take these figures for a busi¬ 
ness operating in London as 
an example. No petrol or 
diesel costs - potential saving 
of £1515 per year - and no 
parking charges where applic¬ 


able,(eg City of Westminster) 
would add another potential 
saving of £1939 per year (£10 
x 230 days of parking, less 
admin fee). That’s already 
£3,454 clawed back from the 
£4,980 it costs to lease the 
vehicle. If your existing vehicle 
wasn’t congestion charge 
exempt, that saving would 
move to £5150 per year. 
Suddenly the maths start 
working in your favour. 

The Peugeot iOn is an elec¬ 
tric car that works and works 
well. It’s not the cheapest car 
to lease but if you are in a 
specific position, the sums 
can work out and Peugeot 
has already had enthusiastic 
take up from metropolitan 
businesses. The iOn works 
surprisingly well as a low 
mileage urban commuter, 
although to get the best out of 
it, you’ll need to have a high 
capacity 400V power supply. 

The 150km range tends to 
engender a bit of ‘range anxi¬ 
ety’ when driving it but as long 
as you’re not too heavy with 
the throttle, it’ll manage most 
duties with ease and, yes, 
Peugeot Connect is included 
in the leasing fee and they’ll 
come to your assistance in 
the event of your batteries 
running flat. 

If you work for an environ- 
mentally-conscious business, 
the Peugeot iOn looks like it 
could offer something refresh¬ 
ingly different.
